are LARGE SIZES IMPORTED 
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New York's One Factory Has Geen 
at It Fifty Years—Young Women 
Employed to Do Most of the Basket 

"Work—The Handle Maker an E. 

,bert—-Hand Work. | 


There is only one demijohn factory 
in New York, this one being Jocated m 
Brooklyn borough. Most of the work 
is done by young "women. There are 
employed some men, who put on the 
handles, though there is here at work 
one blind man, who makes bottoms, 


but most of the weaviffg of the basket 
coverings* around the. bottles, which 
includes the bulk of the work, is done 
by young women, says the New York 
Sun. 

In making the wicker covering of 
a demijohn the work begins at the 
bottom. The weavers sit with their 
backs to the wall in two lines down 
the sides of the factory room facing 
the- centre, while down the middie 
of the room, standing on the floor, 
are long rows of demijohn bottles to 
be covered. At the end of each row 
of basket weavers sits a bottom mak- 
er. 

The bottom maker picks up a suffict- 
ent number of reeds or sticks of length 
and size suitable for the bottom ot 
tue cover to be made and these sticks 
he crosses so that their enüs radiate 
like the points of a star and then he 
proceeds quickly to weave in and out 
over these radiating sticks reeds to 
form the bottom, setting the reed 
snugly in at the centre at the start, 
and then rapidly runni the reeg 
around and around in and out of tho 
Tadiating sticks until he has brought 
the bottom thus woven to the re- 
quired dimensions. 

Perhapa he tests this then with a 
wooden guage to see that it is just 
right, as it is more than likely to be, 
for he becomes adept by long practice 
and he can tell pretty accurately with- 
out measuring, and then he snips off 
the projecting ends of the sticks and 
tosses the bottom to a girl, who puts 
in the uprights. 

The uprights are the reeds that 
form the vertical framework of the 
woven basket. They are composed of 
long reeds, and shorter ones alternat- 
ing all around. The shorter reeds 
will go up the aide of the bottle and 
over the shoulder to the bottom of 
the neck; the long reeds will go up 
the side and over the shoulder and 
on up the top of the neck. 

When the uprights have thus been 
placed another girl takes the bot- 
tom and bends the uprignts up and 
weaves around among them at the 
bend three courses of reed. This fixes 
all the upright in their relative posi- 
tions, and the weaving, thus done, 
makes also & sort of shallow cup of 
basket work deep enough to hold the 
bottle in place: without shifting when 
it has been placed within the skele- 
ton framework, and the weaving of 
the complete basket 1s begun. 

Supporting the bottle in her lap with 
its neck to the front, the basket weav- 
er now starts making the basket work 
around it, beginning at the base; the 
reeds that are to be woven in are ail 
thoroughly soaked before. using to 
make them soft and pliable and easy 
to work so they can be drawn 
and fitted snugly. All the uprights 
stick out around the bottle long and 
wavy toward the neck, and it might 
seem that it would be a difficult thing 
toget round them to get the weaves she 
weaves among them into place; but 
the weaver has a way of bending the 
uprights aside one after another as 
she comes to them, all the time stead- 
fly rotating the bottle as she runs the 
reed around it, ir and out, under and 
over the uprights, which spring back 
one after another as she passes on. 

With its cover completed, the demi- 
john now goes to the handle man to 
have its handle put on. The woven 
cover ís made of split reeds; the han- 
dle is of whole reed. 

First the handle maker cuts a short 
length of reed, one end ‘of which he 
tucks under the basketwork on one 
side of the bottle just below the 
shoulder while he bends and tucks the 
other end Into the top of the basket 
work around the neck. This reed is 
called a false bow; it really serves 
as a core for and form on which he 
will now build the handle. 

He now takes a reed of some length, 
one end of which with tne end of a 
tool made for the purpose, he puts 
through the demijohm covering along- 
éide the lower end of the false bow. 
Drawing the end of this reed well 
through from under the covering, the 
handle maker doubles it up along the 
other end, and the reed tuus doubled 
he winds with two or three turns 
around the false bow und he comes 
to the neck of the bottle, around 
which he turns it. 

This gives the handle ita secure 
hold there, as running it through the 
cover does below, and that turn around 
-the neck, with the-double reed, uiso 
covers the raw edge of the weaving 
ut the top and gives the work a ice 
finish there. 

Some demijohns of the largest sizes 
are imported here from Europe. There 
are produced in this country by all 
the demijonn manufacturers put. to- 
gether about 700,000 domijohns annu- 
a.

“I'll tell you what an architect did | 


to me," said & woman who must weigh 
250 in spite of her shortness. "and 
you can understand why I should ve 
prejudiced against them. I wanted 
my house built with a broad room 
on the second floor. They said I could 
have that although it might make it 
necessary to have the stairs a little 
steep, as there was only a certain 
space on which to build. I did not ob- 
ject to that and the men went to 
work on that understanding. 

“I was too stout to go prowling 
around climbing up and down the lad- 
ders, but my daughter watched the 
progress of the house. She is slight 
and spry, and could of course go about 
any where without difficulty. The 
house was finished in fact before 1 
went into it, having come vack from 
Europe just the day after it was finally 
furnished. 

“Why in the world are those stairs 
80 steep?" I asked of my daughter, 

"Oh, that’s on account of the large 
drawing room," sbe said. "They're all 
right.' 

“Well, I got up them with difficulty. 
It was like walking up t.e side of a 
house. That was nothing, however, 
to the surprise I experienced when 1 
started to come down. I stopped my- 
self with horror and looked over the 
precipice they had built. With my 
size it would have been impossible 
to have got to the bottom. The steps 
looked like little shelves about two 
inches wide. I ran to the telephone 
and the architect had somebody there 
within an hour. 

Nou see how impossible it is,’ 1 
said. ‘Nothing could induce ine to 
take my life in my hands by trying 
to go down those steps You wil) 
bave to change them or realize that 
you have made me a prisoner for te 
on the second story. I would not try 
those steps for anything.’ 

“He sald it had been expressly un- 
derstood that the stairs were to be 
narrow and steep for the sake of mor» 
room on the second floor. It never 
could have been understood about any 
stairs, however, that they were to be 
too stcep for the woman who owned 
them to go up and down. The car- 
penters arrived the next day and be- 
gan to change the angle. They work- 
ed for three weeks putting in the new 
stairs. Then I had to pay an extra 
$500 for the changes that made it pos- 
sible for me to use my stairway.” 

"That was not dangerous," said a 
man who heard the recital of thie 
mistake, “but think of the peril that 
a man put me into. My house was 
finished and looked all right. we 
moved in late in the spring and ev- 
érything went swimmingly until wae 
autumn came. Then it was time to 
build a fire. There wan a large open 
chimney place in the drawing room 
and we decided to try it. The first 
attempt brought a cloud of smoke 
which we could not account for, äl- 
though it filled the room to suffoca- 
tion. ^ 

“We found that the architects who 
built the house bad left acrosa the 
chimney at a distance of about six 
feet above the fireplace a thick wood- 
en beam, Naturally as the heat of the 
fire ascended the bean began to ignite 
and smoke, The large fired tnat | in- 
tended to use in. winter would prob- 
ably have set fire to it within a short 
time after the big fire was lit. Weil,

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THE MAN FOR THE HOUR. 
Oct. 6, '07,—(JosSh. 1:1-11.) 


When Moses dled !t was like the 
going down of the sun. Nay, it was 
like the blotting out of the sun, for 
the Israelites felt that they had sus- 
tained an irremediable loss. The 
whole nation was stunned and over- 
whelmed and for thirty days the peo- 
ple sat in sorrow not knowing which 
way to turn. They were certain 
that he had left no successor. 

But though it seems at times 
that the providence of God has slip- 
ped a cog, it never has done so. Over 
the grave of John Wesley these 
words are inscribed: God buries 


his workmen, but carries on his 
work.” And though the x5 


did not realize it, there was a man 
in the camp who had been secretly 
prepared for just that emergency. 
The banner had not reached the 
ground from the hand of Moses be- 
fore Joshua had it unfurled and pre- 
pared to plant it on the enemies 
outworks.

The times demanded a 
warrior, a man who could take the 
field in person, one who could plan 
a siege or lead a charge or set an 
ámbu e, and when our ar- 
rived the man was ready. Moses 
was great in his duy, no one could fill 
his place. He finished his work. 
The particular style of leadership 
that he represented was-not, what 
Was needed under the new regeme, 
and when another man was wanted 
for that emergency another man was 
ready.

and Shakespeare is dead, end Dante 
is dead, agd Lincoln is dead, and 
one would 'almost think that God 
was dead to hear some people talk.

40 years of discipline for his new 
position, yet it is doubtful if ^7; real- 
ved all it meant whet he received 
his appointment. Happy for some 
men that they do not know, that 
the hand of destiny has begn laid 
upon them and that they are the men 
for the hour, It is not Ykely that 
the world’s great statesmen, politi- 
clans, poets, preachers were consci- 
ous at first what leadership and pri- 
macy involved. Sometimes the 
world does not kpow, it entil after 
they are dead, then it wakes up to 
reallze Its loss.

Does the ministry nowaday afford 
u rensunnble expectation of service- 
ableness, freedom and growth? First, 
let us look [at the serviceableness of 
the ministry, 2 

I dare say most youngzmen2who are 
going into the ministry think of city 
churches with cultivated audiences. 
A life there is a serviceable life. It 
is difficnlt to exaggerate the influ. 
ence of a competent preacher. It is 
an enormous opportunity the preaoh- 
er hes in addressing large congrega- 
tions of intelligent persons each week 

Then there ie another kind of 
ministry whioh I sometimes think 18 gom 
more attractive than that of the min- 
istry in the city, and that. is the min- 
istry in the country, where the op- 
portunities for intellectual betterment 
are immense, Country ministers are 
frequently the intellectual lenders of 
their flocks. This is the function 
which awaits our young men, par- 
tionlarly where the towns are desert- 
ed by the young people for the cities. 

There is another service of tha 
miníatry which is frequently noted 
in American communities. The 
ethical improvements ‘are the real 
elements of all civio and social im. 
provemenst The ethical benefit is the 
real fundamental benefit and improve- 
ment. It 18 the minister who deals 
witn all those etbioal improvemont 
and teaches the community that faith 
love and hope are the essentials. The 
promotion of peace and the promo- 
tion of good will are the great things, 
and these are the services of the min; 
istry. 

The ministry ripens a man: it soft- 
ens him. It makes him more sympa- 
thetic and more loving. Is not thata 
worthy ambition for any one looking 
forwatd to a long intellectual life? It 
is not strenuous, but it is faith and 
love and helpfalness and these are the 
great ethical foundations of life in the 
community. 

Dr. Elliot has the right ideal of the 
Ohristian Ministry.

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OROTHERS ELECTION 
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By Republicans And Democrats— Strong! As Governor, Practically Assured, Strong. 


Public Sentiment Demands The 
Stoppage of Vote Buying. 


The fight against bribery in this 
County is of several years standing 
and has been gradually growing in 
strength year by year. Perhaps the 
first organized attempt to destroy this 
evil was in 1895 when an attempt was 
made by the Democrats to stop the 
nse of money on election day. It we 
charged by the Repuplicans that tl 
attempt was made by the demoora 
because they had no money to use, 
and being in that position thought 
there ought to be none used. Un- 
doubtedly part of this was oórrect, 
for while there were some who were 
conscientious in the attempt to break 
it up, the idea was too new for there 
to be much publio sentiment behind 
the movement. Every sinoe this time 
there has been more or less effort to 
have a olean election, and as is the 
case of most reforms they háve been 
attended with more or less success. 


The attempt to bring about a better 
condition in our political affairs led 
to two agreements on the part of the 
two leading parties in this County 
which can not be said to be a success 
from the standpoint of breaking up 
bribery. The situation seems to have 
been in the past that neither party 
was very anxious to break up this 
practice if they had the money, but 
were always in favor of it when. with - 
out the ‘‘sinews of war. While how- 
ever the politicians were in this mood 
the sentiment against vote buying 
was growing stronger and stronger 
among the thinking citizens of the 
County all the time, As it was and 
is impossible to justify the use of 
money on moral grounds the adro- 
vates of its use dared not do so open- 
ly, and those who attempted to justi 
fy it all did so on the grounds of po- 
iltical epxedienoy each ; party saying 
that they did not wish to continue it 
bnt were compelled to do so in self 
defence as the opposing party would 
otherwise buy up the eleotion if they 
should sit still and let them. 


The recent exposures however and 
the condemnation that has been heap- 
ed upon the system and the men who 
are responsible for the practice by the 
united press of the state, together 
with the large and ever increasing 
sentiment among the people at large, 
has caused both parties to be extreme- 
ly careful how they handled the 
question. Besides this there is un- 
doubtedly a strong sentiment among 
the party managers themselves to do 
uway with money, and there is hardly 
á man in either party who is not op- 
posed to it and would do away with 
it forever,but they want to be sure 
the other side wil) not trick them. 

An exception is made of those men 
who want to handle the money for 
what will stick to their hands in the 
deal. This class of men is the most 
dangerous to the cause of clean elect- 
ions for some of them by false tales, 
onnningly told, try to make men o 
their own party believe when an agree- 
ment is made that the other side is 
not living up to it, and when one con- 
siders the past and the naturally 
suspicious nature of those ‘who have 
an enemy fighting in front of them 
especially political enemies who are 
known not to be over sorupalous as 
to the methods used to win, the power |. 
of evil these parties possess can be 
readily understood. The best way 
to fight and counternct this influence 
perhaps would be to make their 
charges publio by giving the name 
ofthe man making them and the 
parties against whom the accusati ons 
are made. If they are made to 
stand in the lime light of publicity, 
they will be very cureful that their 
accusations are well grounded, and 
the party against whom the oharges 
of wrong doing are made will not 
want to be caught in places and acts 
that are suapioous and not feasible 
of a reasonable explanation. `

Indeed, a 
recent report of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor declared that 
the rise in wages more than corre- 
sponds with the advance in prices. 
LATE SPRING A OAUSK. 

Then, too, it is said that the late 
spring and consequent short crops 
have had a tendency to inorease the 
price of meat grains and that the 
price rises in sympathy. In two 
States in the West it is expected that 
the wheat crop will amount to very 
müoh less tlian last year. In contra- 
diotion to this report, however, it is 
urged that last year’s crop was the 
largest in the history of the West, 
and that, in spite of that fact, corn 
products, including meal, ataroh, 
syrup and so on, were higher and are 
higher at the present time than they 
ever were before. Economists say, at 
least some of them do, that the buy- 
ing power of money is steadily de- 
creasing, and point to that as the rea- 
son allare seeking. «Others of the 
same profession say that the great in- 
crease through immigration and other 
causes of the population of the ooun- 
try has not been kept pace with by 
the farmer, and that not enough foods 
are raised to falfill the demand. Still 
every day brings reports of the enor- 
mous quantity of grain that is being 
shipped abroad. 

The recently passed Pare food Law 
has undoubtedly done its part in the 
general rise. The rigid  inspeotion 
and the prohibition of adulterants 
and flller'" must undoubtedly have 
made. price advance. Itis almost 
certain that t'e recent exposnre of 
‘*Packingtown'’ methods in Ohioago 
bad a-great deal to do with the un- 
precedented jump in the price of pork. 
Meanwhile in the face of so many 
powerful forces, all acting toward the 
same end, what can the man who 
foots the bills do but stand calmly by 
and wait for something to happen 
Just what nobody seems to know.

The Meaning Of The Gross. 


What a queer action that was taken 
by the representatives of the Red 
Cross Society assembled at The Hague, 
says the Detroit Free Press. 

The Chinese objected to the cross 
as tho Red Cross emblem because it 
stands for a religion with which the 
prevailing beliefs of the Celestial 
Empire are totally ont of sympathy. 
The Western apostles of mercy there- 
upon assured their Mongolian con- 
freres that the device haa nothing 
whatever todo with tbe Obristian 
religion that it is, In fact, merely the 
coat of arms of the Swiss Republic. 
Such a reply is disingenuous, not to 
use a harsher term, for the cross has, 
since the days of Constantine been ao. 
cepted by the Helvetians as an em- 
blem on their coat of arms peoullarly 
sacred to their religion. The evasion 
for the sake of harmony may be in 
keeping with the spirit of European 
diplomacy. but it ie not in accordance 
with the ideals which at present ob. 
tain in America. 

The question at issue is not primar- 
ly one of religious or sectarian belief. 
It ia a matter of simple honesty Jews, 
Mohammedans, Baddhists and Confuoc.

fact that the cross is emphatically th. 
trademark of Obristianity.

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VANISHING DIFFICULTIES, 


Oct. 13. '07,—(Joshua 3:17.) 

The crossing of the Jordan by the 
Israelites is a magnificent example of 
triumphant faith. The people who 
had once hesitated and trembled 
and drew back into the wilderness 
through fear of their enemies, when 
the geographical boundary was an 
invisible line, now marched with 
steady step to the brink of a bridge- 
less river, without a cowardly trem- 
or. It was a time of freshet when 
the orger came to advance. The 
river overflowed all its banks when 
the hour for crossing came. No pro- 
vision had been made for boats, 
tunnels or bridges. Yet at the word 
of command the people went straight 
at that wall of water as if it did not 
exist, and it was not until the feet 
of the prlests were dipped in the 
brimming flood that à way was op- 
ened for that great host of bellevers 
to pass through dry shod. They 
found a way of deliverence when 
they went ahead. Their difficulties 
touched, vanished. 

Whatever may be your interpre- 
tation of this Old Testament incident 
the lesson it teaches is of universal 
application. Those who are afraid 
to risk anything, never get any- 
thing. Plenty of people will go with 
you through the meadows, and un- 
der the shadowing trees, and among 
the flowers of the garden. but when 
you speak about going across the 
Jordan of difficulty they shrink back. 
They agree that the advantages over 
there surpass any, that they poss- 
ess but they see the river that 
rolls between and thelr cheeks Danch L 

Ahe-pent ^ 

But the people who -win in 
world—win fame, win honor, win 
money, win position, win anything 
worth having march right down to 
the brink of Jordan as if it had 
no existence. They do not admit that 
the day of miracles la past. They 
do not know the meaning of faint 
heart. They beard the lion in his 
den. They say, what man has done, 
man can do. They declare that if 
there Is not a way they will make a 
way. They do not invest In return 
tickets, they burn their bridges be- 
hind them, they never look back. 

There are multitudes of people in | 
the world who are exactly where they 
were 40 years ago—encamped by 
the side of their difficulty. They 
are waiting for the river to run dry. 
They call it prudence; on the con- 
trary it is shiftlessness. There was 
never a mountain that faith could 
not cast into the-sea. Men are ac- 
complishing impossibilities every day. 
Impossible, Napoleon said, is the ad- 
jective of fools. To sit down and 
whine on the threshold because a 
door is closed does not signify any 
great amount of intelligence. Even 
a dog will rattle the door knob and 
bark. There was never 4 door con- 
structed that could stand against 
the perseverence of man when led 
up to it by divine intention. There 
is always a way provided, or dis- 
covered, or compelled for those who 
will go over Jordan anyhow. 

But bear in mind, the difficulties 
do not vanish till you get to them. 
When the Israélites started ahead 
that day nothing happened until the 
spray of the river was in their faces. 
and the feet of the priests began to 
splash in the tide. Oh, certainly! it 
we could see that the river was fall- 
ing every minute and was fast dry- 
ing up, we would go ahead, but we 
cannot be expected to go while its 
banks are full and the turbid tide 
rolls sullenly on. And so it. will 
continue to roll on until you march 
right up to it. As a matter of fact, 
there was no river Jordan when the 
Israelites went into. Canaan. 

So far as they were concerned it 
was blotted out of the geography of 
the country. And just like that, 
many of the difficulties of life flee 
before the advancing feet of the de- 
termined. Many of them are purely 
imaginary, and some of the most in- 
surmountable do not exist Men 
mistake fog banks for Himalayas, 
and mirages for Amazons. It I only 
knew how it would come out, we 
say, 1 would go forward, and just 
because we cannot lift the veil of 
futurity and see the end from the 
beginning, we sit back and do no- 
thing. That is the reason others get 
the prizes, and socure the positions, 
and galn the victorles, and win the 
applause. And then we sulk and talk 
about our hard luck: 

Difficulty! It is only a develop- 
ment of the muscles, a sharpening 
of the wits, a strengthening of the 
purpose, a cultivation of principle. 
Genluses are not born, they are 
made by hard work. No man ever 
stumbled into greatness. Some men 
are born princes, but they are not 
on that account great. They may 
wear the purple, and yet be pleb- 
ean in chdracter. Real greatness is 
a characteristic of the soul, and that 

{a neither inherited nor thrust upon 
its possessor. It is the result of 
facing and overcoming the obstacles, 
Hard work is the mark of a gentus. 
He toils while others sleep, he strikes 
while others walt for the fron to get 
hot. He has caught the secret of 
life that difficulties can be looked out 
of countenance, and that they vanish 
at the touch.

auch roads, with little regard to the 


question of their fitness to the nāt- 
ural or to the industrial conditions 
of the districts in which they would 
build such roads. says Good Roads 
Magazine. 

This notion is far enough from the 
truth that advocates of good roads 
are themselves first to urge that, 
before agreeing to put time or mo- 
ney into any road improvement, 
eareful study should be given to all 
conditions bearing on the practical 
question: Will it pay? Otten the 
roads will be made as good as the 
traffic on it can afford, if the people 
most interested will merely drag 
them with split log or other drag. 
As frequently, perhaps, a little care 
given to regrading and clearing out 
of ditches and culverts will do much 
for a little outlay to make the high- 
way far better than it is. At times 
relocating a road may coat little, 
and result in great improvement. 

It le becoming widely recognized 
that the cheapest and best way to 

mprove most country roads is to 
first got the services of a competent 
civil engineer. He may save need- 
less expense, if he does not point 
out ways to make great gains by 
laying out new roads, surfacing old, 
w ‘ditching, grading and bridging 
them anew. Such engineer may, 
make himself thoroughly competent 
to advise as to the amount to be 
spent on any road work, by taking 
into consideration the present vól- 
ume of traffic on the proposed route; 
the problem of the extent to which 
better roads would increase that 
traffic, and with it the value of ad- 
jacent real property, and other ques- 
tions of practical importance, It is 
easy to see how an engineer may 
save the tax-payers thousands of dol- 
lars, by services for which he~ould 
charge a few hundreds. 

So far are advocates of good roads 
from wishing to hurry the people at 
large into hasty expenditures for 
road improvement, that the major- 
ity of the officials and most other 
leading advocates of good roads ad- 
vise caution in legislation as well 
as in outlay of time, labor and mo- 
Bey in this work.

Wanted A Sound Foundation.

Take a small job; say it takes 10 
gallons Devos,two ooats; that’s an 
average house, When the job is A 
and the bill comes in, it is $50: 
paint eto. $17.50; the rest is for Mr 
and oartage; the labor is fixing the 
surface, shifting ladders,  scaffolde, 
pulleys aud ropes, and brushing-on 
paint. 

Take another job exactly like that; 
try another paint: it takes 12 gallons, 
The bill is $10 more. Take another 
exactly the same; another paiut; it 
takes 20 gallons. The bill 18 $100.

Suspect every horse that is suffer- 
ing with a chronic discharge from 
the nostrils, no matter what the 
character of the discharge, either as 
to quantity of quality, or whether 
only one of both nostrils are affect- 
ed. 

Certain forms of heaves may be 
due to pulmonary glanders, and 
therefore, if the history of an ani- 
mal thus affected is not absolutely | 
cleaf, such animals should be re- 
garded with suspicion. 

Buspéct any and every horse that 
is in the hands of a strange or um» 
scrupulous horse trdaer. 

Remember that glanders is a very 
prevalent disease among the range 
horses of the West, and that, there- 
fore, branded horses must always 
be regarded with suspicion, until 
théy àre proven to be otherwise. 

Never permit any of the above 
classes of horse to put up in your pri- 
vate stable, but if you are compelled 
to feed or care for them have a 
apecial stable for the purpose that 
must be disinfected before other ani- 
mals are allowed to go in. 

Keep your horses away from black- 
‘amith shops and livery stables, es- 
pecially in large cities, except when 
you are compelled to use them. 

Make as little use as possible of 
public watering places. 

Keep your own stables in a sani- 
tary condition.

A hog grower says he had twenty- 
five pigs, and kept careful account 
of what they cost him at the time he 
sold them, He says he began to fit 
them for market June ist, and from 
that date to July ist, a half bushel 
of ground oats were consumed 
daily; from July 1 to September 10, 
ono and one-half bushels, and from 
the. latter date November . 20, 
when sold, four one-half bushels of 
ear corn were fed dally. This made 
120 bushels of oats and 315 bushels 
of corn, the entire amount of grain 
fed. Oats were selling for 30c. and 
corn for 25c per bushel, the cost of 
grain consumed was approximately

THE RAM'S HORN SIEGE. 


Oct. 20, 107,—(Josh., 6:8-20.) 

‘What could have been more ridi- 
culous from a military point of view, 
than the directions given for the 
capture and overthrow of Jericho? 
They had no relation to the event. 
On the face of them they were ab- 
surd—the carrying an ark around 
the walls of the city, walking round 
it day by day for seven days, 
blowing a loud blast on their ram's 
horns—and the walls should fall, 
and the city surrender. The mocker 
and sceptic had a good time laugh- 
ing over that absurd proposition. 

But they laugh best who laugh 
last, and there was not much cachin- 
ation in Jericho in about a week from 
the time the Inhabitants first heard 
that weird music. The people who 
think they know it all about mili- 
tary operations, explosives and sap- 
pers and miners are sometimes cov- 
ered with chagrin from unexpected 
sources. : 

When the war between Russia and 
Japan broke out the wiseacres said, 
the little brown men would be wiped 
off the map. The white bear had 
only. to come out of his frigid cave, 
utter an awful growl, give one sweep 
of his paw toward the Far East, 
and that would be the end of Japan. 
True enough the great creature 
came out and uttered * terrific roar, 
but it was a howl of pain, caused by 
military operations such as the world 
had never seen before. Those erst- 
while heathen Japs went into the 
war business on a scale and with 
Such methods as caused the rest of 
the world to sit up and take notice. 
The sceptics sneered, and then they 
laughed, and then they looked sur- 
prised, and then they wondered, and 
then they broke out into applause. 
But the little brown men cáred not 
for their criticism nor for their 
cheering. They knew their business 
and the whole world was eager to 
go to school to them before the war 
ended. 

So it was in Jericho. The city was 
walled and strongly fortified. If the 


„| Israelites had brought out scaling 


ladders, or set sappers and miners 
at work, or hauled up artillery, or 
paraded soldiers with spears and 
bows Jericho would have understood 
that. But ram's horns! They wont 
into paroxysms of laughter at the 
very idea. A flying arrow they could 
understand, but who could combat a 
nolse! Battering rams they had seen 
at work but ram’s horns was alto- 
gether a new weapon. And the fool- 
ish, fantastic, fizzle of a battle line 
was town-talk for a week. But it 
wasn't after that. Right in the 
midst of their jollification the Al- 
mighty put that town on the back of 
an earthquake, and the San Fran- 
cisco ruins wasn't a circumstance to 
the devastation that hit them. They 
found that Joshua's soldiers were as 
handy with the sword and spear as 
they were with the rams 2M The 
fact is the Jerichoites were looking 
for the war to be carried on in the 
regular, orthodox fashion of their 
fathers and their grand-father's and 
Joshua struck out a new and origin- 
&l plan. That was the trouble with 
Goliath, the plan of campaign puz- 
zled him, and before he made out 
what David was about, he got an 
{dea in his head that had never been 
there before. The capable gencral 
will strike out new methods, he will 
not do everything according to cut 
and dried rules. 

The fact is there were two armies 
engaged in the conquest of Canaan, 
a visible and an invisible army, arid 
they both had to be reckoned with. 
And that is true today. The whole 
world is a battlefield and unseen 
forces march and countermarch upon 
its territory. He who thinks that 
he fights one in the warfare with 
his enemies ís of all men most igno- 
rant, and he who imagines that his 
foes are only those whom he can see 
is woefully mistaken.  Arrayed on 
our side are invisible battalions of 
helpers ready to strike in our 1e 
fence, and disputing our progress 
are hosts of darkness, poseessel of 
hellish arts, If the ouly foes of life 
were those whom we could grapple 
with we should be fortunate. Lut 
who can resist the powers of ihe 
air? Yet, we should take courage 
with the assurance that there are 
Lowers that fight for us in ways that 
we know not. Everybody at some 
time or other bas hal a Jericho to 
compass and had only ram's horns 
to do it with, yet in an unexpected 
moment it went flat into the dust 
and we passed on to ar possegs!on 
unhindered. How do you. account 
for that except on the ground ot 
unseen assistance? 

To every man, life is a conflict. 
Every step of our onward way la áls- 
puted. Jericho's are planted in our 
pathway that must be blown up an! 
destroyed,  Appollyon atraddies nc- 
cross our way and must be yanqguish- 
ed, Canaan is not paradise, one vic- 
tory only leads on to another, But 
just as the great and overwhelming 
overthrow of Jericho put heart and 
courage into the Israelites for further 
couquest so each victory of ours 
should inspire us never to falter in 
the face of the foe. For “wo are 
compaased about with a great cloud 
of witnesses." .

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Dairymen Should Give This Attention 


For the Best Results. | 


A butter maker in Indiana’ Far 
mer says: 1 have heard butter- 
makers say that they churn their 
cream one hour after it was cooled 
down: or even sooner; in that case 
they have to churn at a high tem- 
perature and the results are that 
they have a weak and flat piece of 
butter and also lose considerable in 
the buttermilk. 

Or if they churn atia low temper- 
ature they will be churning and 
churning for about two hours and 
even the butter won't have the real 
striking flavor that it would have 
had, had ft stood at the churning 
temperature for six of ten hours. 

At least in pasteurized cream the 
lactic acid germs do not begin to 
show its.good work until the cream 
has developed about 30 c. c. acidity 
and been standing at 50 degrees for 
four or five hours. 

I believe that the trouble in most. 
of the cases where creameries have 
used and found fault with the past- 
eurizers is that they don't ripen 
their cream and churn at too high a 
temperature. 

Churn at 50 to 52 degrees so that 
when the oream breaks you can keep 
the churn going for:10 minutes be- 
fore the butter will bunch up, and 
give the butter a chance to gather, 
where churned at a higher tempera- 
ture it will bunch up before it is all 
churned out, and ag far as working 
moisture, or in plain words, water 
into the butter I can work more 
water into pasteurized butter than 
the law will allow me to. 

Not alone that pasteurizing will 
improve the quality of the butter, 
but it will also make more clean 
and healthy man it would be from 
Taw cream, At least I want pasteur- 
ned butter for iny part and prefer 
a pasteurizer in my creamery so I 
can make a more clean and healthy 
grade of butter for others. 


Improving the Horse, 

A writer in Field and Farm says, 
When my father was given his first 
team he was told to curry the horses 
morning and night. It is surpris- 
ing what a rubbing, down, after a 
hard day's work, will do in keeping 
& team in condition. If you want 
to keep your teams fat, sleek, and 
ready at all times for hard work, here 
is the recipe: Let oats be the main 
grain, ter regularly, feed bright 
timothy upland hay, curry and 
brush thoroughly every morning, and 
&t night curry, brush and rub. That 
is all there is to it. Use a large 
piece of flannel for rubbing down 
the legs. Keep this up regularly 
and your team will be as sleek as 
moles and fit for the hardest kind of 
service. 


Growing Speltz for Cows. 

Bpeltz is one of the best grains 
that can be grown for dairy cows 
but it should be ground and mixed 
ith bran or corn meal, Either com- 
ination makes good feed. Speltz 
is quite bulky when ground on ac- 
gount, of the hulls. A great many 
folks have a wrong impression of 
spelts. Knowing, that it has great 
beards growing on the heads, they 
imagine the beards will remain in 
the grain after it is threshed but as 
a matter of fact, it has no more 
beards after threshing than barley 
and in reality there dre none. When 
dairying becomes more general as 
it eventually will we believe speltz 
will become one of the standard cow 
grains. j 


Quality of Holstein Cattle. 

Many pure bred Hostein cattle 
are red and white, hence if an ani- 
mal ‘imported from such strains to 
this country' should at timess breed 
red and white calves, it would be 
nothing more than could be expected 
as a matter of reverting to a re 
mote ancestry. Pure bred Holsteins 
sometimes appear in this country 
of red and white color and in such 
cases it does not necessarily cant any 
refiec don upon the purity of the sire 
or dam, although it 1s unfortunate 
in the case of registered animals for 
the reason that an animal to be 
elgible to registration in the Ameri- 
can herd book must be black and 
white. 


Profit In "Baby Beef." 

One of the chief reasons why early 
maturing, a “aby beef," as it ir 
called, is increasing, is because It -In 
made about $0 per cent cheaper than 
2 and 3 year old steers, Pushing it 
from calfhood to 18 and 20 months 
old by cateful feeding is the secret 
ot thia.

Washington, D. O., Oct. 21.— 
Washington’s magnificent new rail- 
road passenger station is to be opened 
ina few weeks for business, and just 
about the same time Congress will be 
getting ready to investigata it. There 
is trouble of the most uncomfortable 
sort over this station, which cost about 
$25,000,000, and will be used by all 
the roads entering «he oity. 

It in estimated that the extra charge 
of 25 cents which the railroade have 
decided to levy opon all tioketa to or 
from Washington will produce yearly 
from $1,000,000 downward for the 
roads. If the amount should be 
$1,000,600, it would be just 4 per cent. 
on the $25,000,000 investment, which 
would give the railroada the terminal 
withous a cent of real expenditure. 

It is pointed out, however, that 
Congress gave something like $10,000, - 
000 in land direct appropriations, 
etc., to help build the terminal, and 
it 4e now asked in high offlcial circles 
why the railroads should want to earn 
interest on the millions that the na- 
tion invested iu the station.

In his letter to Mr. Vandiver he 
states that his deposit of $2,966.59 is 
at the chairman's disposal to do as 
he bees fit with it, and that Mr. Miles 
does not desire to have it returned. 
It is said, however, that even if he 
did so desire Mr. Vandiver would 
have no right to return his deposits 
to Mr. Miles or any othér candidate 
who pulls out“ now, as that would 
mean a rearrangéinent of the as- 
sessment upon the remaining candid- 
ates and an additional burden upon 
them. 


As to the effet of Mr. Miles’ re- 


tirement, it is generally felt that it 
will strengthen ex-Governor Smith 
on the Eastern Shore, as he is now 
the only candidate from that seosion 
in the field:

Mr. Johnson has, been in the oyster 
business all his life; and so was his 
father before him; He oan tell by 
looking at an oyster, what part of 
the Ghesapeake Bay it grew in or if it 
is foreign to the Ohesapeake. beds. 
He knows the habits of the animal, 
and is famliar with oyster oulture in 
all ita phases. 

Did you ever sve the buokbone of 
an-oyster’’ asked Mr. Johnson. 

* No? Then I'll show it to you. 
And he took his penknife and dixseot- 
ed one. 

** You will see,“ said he, it begins 
at the ne k, or gills, and stops at the 
stomaoh, just like the backbone of 
other animals. 

And, sure enough, 
was there. : 

The oyster feeds five hours at 
flood tide, and sleeps seven houre at 
ebb tide,’ he said. Often when 
feeding they catch little seabirds by 
the feet as the birds commence to 
feed, a great many rocks being dry 
at low tide, As the flood starts you 
could put a pencil zin the mouth of 
any of the oysters, and the little 
birds pitohing on them, they close on 
the birds. 

** An oyster fer the market must be 
kept very cold, but not frozen. If the 
oyster's heart is frozen, the heart 
will burst, and the oyster dies; but 
if not too cold, the oyster will live.“ 

“Soft shell crabs commenoe to shed 
when they are about the size ofa 
niokel,'' said Mr. Johnson, ‘‘and that 
is the way they grow—by stedding 
four or five times a summer, mostly 
on the fall moon, coming out of the 
hard shell much larger each time 
than the time before. The light of 
the moon shining fall on the water 
is supposed to cause them to shed 
their shells. ''—Hotel Monthly

That writers of Sooke are palnstak- 
ing and careful in most of the more }™ 
important details of their stories may 
de taken for granted, for one reason, 
because it Is only natural that they 
should, and for another because their 
shrewd publishers are ever taking ad- 
Vantage of Opportunities to enlighten 
the -publio at the time—often years, 
quite commonly months—which some 
author has taken to certify certain 
facts upon which the story may be 
based. This, after all, is only a na.u- 
ral condition, for such care and re- 
search ls but a part of the framework 
about which form and substance is to 
grow. But if they are careful in waat 
they consider the essentials of their 
story, they are all too often careless 
of details about which even some of 
their most unworldly readers are bet- 
ter posted than themselves, 

Take Kipling for instance. There 
are many grievous sins of this nature 
for which he has to answer. There 
is that exquisite story, "The Drums 
of the Fore and Aft.” He has hardly 
got his story well started before the 
sentence occurs: “And gave orders 
that the bandmaster should keep the 
drums in better discipline.” What has 
the bandmaster got to do with the 
drums? Of course he meant to say the 
drum-major, or to be still more cor- 
sergeant-drummer, since 
drum-majors — officially — have been 
abolished these many years. A little 
further on he makes the Gurwhas come 
pouring over the heights at the double 
to the regimental quick step! A feat 
which no soldier could do as any 
son of Mars will promptly tell you. In 
"The Courting of Dinah Shad," there 
occurs the passage, Tour — your 
blooming cheek, sez she, duckin' her 
littld head down on my sash—l was 
on duty for the day—an' whimperin’ 
like a sorrowful angel." 

Now what is a lance-corporal doing 
with a sash on duty or no duty? u 
another time he uses the terms ‘iay 
low" and “lay high“ in relation to 
rifie practice—though they are, of 
course, only applied to gunnery. And 
yet with these and many another fault, 
who is there who would not forgive 
him. 

The sun and the moon are two 
great stumbling blocks to many a 
noted writer. Mrs, Humphrey Ward 
openly acknowledges her ignorance of 
the moon's phrases, and that she con- 
sulta Miss Ward on all astronomical 
reference. Kingsley made one of his 
heroes row out into the FEeasteru 


Ocean after the setting sun. And an- y 


other of this writer’s errors occurs in 
"Alton Locke," where he says, '"They 
rowed her in across the roiung foam— 
the cruel, crawling foam.“ “The foam 
is not cruel, neither does it crawl,” 
as Ruskin severely commented in one 
of his lectures, 

Zola Was one of the most painstak- 
ing of writers, and his two secretaries 
found it the greater part of their duty 
to constantly check and verify his 
statements, and-yet in "Lourdes" he 
makes the deaf and dumb" recover 
“thelr hearing and sight.“ The fam- 
ous Wilkie Collins once performed 
the marvelous feat of making the 
moon rise in the West. And Rider 
Haggard, in “King Solomon's Mines" 
relles for the great effect in one of 
his most thrilling scenes, upon an ec- 
lipse of the new moon. Coleridge, oo, 
placed a star between the horns of 
the moon forgetting that to be visible 
in such a position it would have to 
be between the hearth and tue moon. 
In which case it would be very prov- 
ably bigger than the moon itself.

The grape, whose purple flood man 
for century aiter century has convert- 
ed Into wine, Is a Persian by birth, 
Its cradle was on the sunny hills to 
the south of the Caspian Sea, and 
there the anclents ate it and enjoyed 
its acid taste.

‘The majority laid their 
bones in the wind-swept desert their 
very names fofgotten, but Joshua was | 
selected to conquer the land with 
his sword, and Caleb was honored 
with long life, even an octogenar- 
lans career of conquest and victory. 
At 85 years he was able to say “As 
yet I am as strong this day, as I 
was In the day that Moses sent me; 
as my strength was then, even so 
my strength is now." That is, Caleb | 
&t 85 was the aame us Caleb at 40, 

How does it come about that some 
men never grow old? What is the 
secret of youth? Caleb seems. to 
have found it. Evidently we cannot 
estimate age by the figures on the 
dial. Some men are old at 40, at 
50 they are patriarchal, But when 
Moses dien at 120 the fire in his 
eye was unquenched and his natural 
‘strength was ngt abated. He was 
us young when hé died as when he 
began. A good deal depends upon 
how a man takes his work. It is 
not necessarily work that kills peo- 
ple, it is how they go &t thelr work 
Some men can work o that it does 
not take much out of them; others 
wither up in a night and add years 
to their frame in a day. Not all 
those who look aged were brought 
to that state by hard work.. Many 
people “rust out," They know no- 
“thing about friction, sacrifice, self- 
glaughter, martyrdom. They simply 
allow. cobwebs to gather on their 
brains through sheer laziness. Other 
men feel the wear and tear of work 
intensely. They seem to have no 
ability to lubricate the flying wheels. 

Trouble is responsible for much 
of old age. There are multitudes of 
people who cannot stand grief, à 
snub hurts them, a sharp.rebuke 
wounds them.

They live longest 
who put off their worries when they 
put off their clothes, and sleep as if 
they had none every night jp the 
year, Such men realize that three- 
fourths .of the trouble in this world 
is imdginary and consists largely of 
dreams and suppositions. There was 
never a cloud but had a silver lin- 
ing ,and there was never a calamity 
ont of which good has not come. 

It is a panacea for old age to re- 
wolve always to.look on the bright 
side even- when vou cannot see lt. 
To keep; a stiff upper lip. and laugh 
in the face of apparent disaster is a 
sublime gift, and they must, cultivate 
it who wéuld retain thelr youth. A 
hearty laugh is the best of all medi- 
elne. People should cultivate associ- 
ations where wit and mirth and 
merriment abound. Get close up to 
the ‘man who makes you roar with 
laughter. Avold the “cynic, the mis- 
anthrope, the bilious dyspetic,. the 
growling pessimist, the croaker, the 
man who has no other occupation 
than to deseribe his ailment’ Listen 
not to the ‘hooting of ‘owls, but hang 
up cages of canaries. Blessed it that 
man who has a zunshiny spirit 
Which refuses to be clouded, who is 
able to take everything with a'Mght 
heart, and yet not friwolously: | '.

Marked Fish in the Sea, 

Catching fisli, measuring and mark- 
ing them and then returning them 
to the sea with the chance of retaking 
trem later is part of the work car- 
ried on by the Marine Biological Ass- 
ciation of Great Britain. 

By means of a steam trawler tha 
fieh are caught in the usual way. 
Fach haul is carefully recorded, the 
fish are countel and measured and 
all details of locality, tink number, 
tjecles, sex aud size are put down, 
together with accurate observations 
cn the water, the depth nnd bottom 
of the sea, the kinds and quality of 
food available, Ke. These data are 
subsequently tabulated and charted. 

The method has been at ended with 
valuable results. The fish chiefly 
ured during the few years the expert- 
ment has been in jrogress have been 
plaice, because the proposals which 
lave been made to interfere with the 


| eatching.of them were based on in- 


adequate knowledge. ! 

The fish are marked on the dorsal 
aurface with a very thin convex met- 
ol disk bearing a number. This is 
attached to a fine silver wire which

button. The fish do not appear to 
suffer inconvenience and their growth 
is not interfered with in any way.
